Washington, Jan. 12.—Hon. Charles 


W. Russell, assistant United States at- 
torney m the department of justice, 
returned from Cuba,where he has spent 
;wo weeks investigating the conditions 


vMIittg oa tae lirana. Mr. Russell 


•aid: 


"I am very glad to be later-viewed oa 


the subject of Cuba, because I teel U a 
solemn duty to humanity to endeavor 
to make the American people realise 
the terrible distress which exists there. 


"Much has been •written on the sub- 


lect, bat, judging others by myself, I 
feel quite euro that because we do not 
commit, and have not in our history 
oommatted, such atrocities as Spain is 
committing on that island, the Ameri- 
can reading public regard the reports 
us biased by the preconceived opinions 
of newspapers or greatly exaggerated 


'I spent just two weeks in Cuba, vis- 


iting Havana, went south to Jaruco, 
southeast to Guinea, northeast to Ma- 
tanzas, eastwanHy about 200 mites 
through the middle of the country to 
3an Domingo, Santa Clara and Sagna 
a. Grande. I visited Marianao, a short 
distance west of Havana, and saw along 
the railroad 30 or 40 towns or stations. 


"In Havana I visited the Fbssos, the 


hospital prison Aldeeon, where I talked 
with the father of Evangelina Cossio y 
Jtsneros, and a place called the Jaco- 
ba, I found reconceutrados at all *hree 
riaoes. and tagging everywhere about 
the streets of Havana. The spectacle 
at the Fossos and Jacoba houses of 
women and children emaciated to skel- 
etons and suffering from diseases pro- 
duced by starvation was sickening 
"In Sagua I saw some sick and ema- 
ifted little girls in a children's hosp!- 
aPstarted three days before by chari- 
able Cubans, and saw a crorwd of rais- 
rable looking reconcentra'dos with, tin 
buckets and ether receptacles getting 
a small allowance of food doled oat to 
them in a yard. 


"In the same crty, in an old sugar 


warehouse, I saw stationed around the 
nside walls the remnants of 20 or 30 
Cuban families. In one case the rem- 
laait consisted of two little children of 
or 8. In another case, where I talk- 


ed to the people in broken Spanish, 
here were four individuals, a mother, 


girl of 14. and two quite small girls. 
"TUc smallest was then 
suffering 


from malarial fever. The next had the 
signs on her bands, with which I had 
jecome familiar, of having had the 
eri berl. These four were all that the 
rder of concentration had left alive of 
leven. 
"At San. Domingo, where two rail- 


roads Join, tike depot-was crowded with 
women and children, one of the latter, 


I remember, being swollen up with 


the berl beri, begging in the moot ear- 
nest way of the few passengers. San 
>omingo to Httle more than a railroad 
station in times of peace, but at prea- 
nt U has a considerable population." 


To add to the horror of the scene tire 
broke out in the debris and added 
many victims to the list of fatalities. 
The finest buildings in the city were 
destroyed, and the property loss may 
reach a million dollars. The electric 
light plant and gas works were de- 
stroyed and all communication with 
outside points is cut off. This mom 
ing connection was made with the 
state capital by means of poorly work- 
ing telephone wires. 


Twenty-five bodies have been taken 


from the ruins and fifty known to have 
been killed. Perhaps the number will 
be far greater. Fire started in ruins 
and ranks of rescuers had to be 
divided to fight against the new danger. 
It looked for a time as if the entire 
city was doomed to destruction. Be- 
tween 8th and 18th streets big busi- 
ness blocks are being torn down as 
though built of straw. The work of 
rescue goes rapidly on. Maa* bodies 
are mangled beyond recognition an 
some doubtless will go to unknown 
graves. People have settled down to 
the dull aching pain which follows 
great bereavement and walk about tfa 
ruins almost mechanically looking fo 
the bodies of dead ones.

Origin of the Name. 


The origin of the name "doll" has 


baffled some of the wisest and most 
learned, the nmjority of whom hava 
at last come to the conclusion that it 
comes'from "Dolly," the diminutive 
of "Dorothy," a favorite name for 
girls in England two hundred years 
ago. The vrord "doll" is not found in 
common use iu our language until the 
middle of the eighteenth century, and, 
as far as one can discover, first appears 
in the Gentleman's Magazine for Sep- 
tember, 1751, and the following quota- 
tion: "Several dolls with different 
dresses, made in St. James street, 
have been sent to the Czarina to show 
the manner of dressing a* present in 
fashion among English ladie«." Prior 
to this, the word used to describe the 
favorite plaything of all girls in all 
countries and in all ages was "baby," 
•which is to be found together with 
••poppet" or "puppet" in this sense in

mu»t Lave his fall quota of good cav- 
alry horses eiery year, and he will 
uat retire fruui the business uutil some 
fertile-brained inventor finds a good 
nn-.-Uauical Mibatitute that will accom- 
plish all that the intelligent brutes are 
credited with. 
Our cavalry horses 


a-e i-otcd for their achievements on 
ihe plains aud in battles, and it would 
require some invention possessing an 
intelligence little hhort of Unman to 
replace them satisfactorily. 


The cavalry service needs about 700 


new horses every year, and prices 
varying from 8125 to 8250 are paid 
for these. • A few years ago these 
prices were considered so low that the 
offers of fine horses were not very 
numerous. 


Bat to-day there has been a radical 


change inaugurated, and Uncle Sam 
never had such an opportunity for se- 
lecting fine horses at his own priee. 
The price of horse flesh haa dropped 
to such a poiut that 8200 is now con- 
sidered a fair sum for some pretty fine 
animals, racers as well as roadsters 
and work horses. When the quarter- 
master goes into the field to select his 
horses to-day he is deluged with offers, 
and such fine animals, too! There 
are trotters in whose veins courses the 
noblest blood of the leading racers of 
a past generation; sleek, well-formed 
animals, whose slender, rounded limbs 
and intelligent eyes and gracefully 
curved necks betray their Arabian an- 
cestry; and pedigreed stock whose aris- 
tocratic lineage goes back to the daya 
of th« Koriuaus and Romans. 


For the cavalry sen-ice a certain 


type of horse, however, must be selec- 
ted, and the claims of others cannot 
be listened to, no matter iviiat they 
may be. The annual must be gentle 
ard free from all vicious habits, aud a 
fair, nimble trotter. Each one offered 
must pass a rigid examination before 
veterinary experts, who test every part 
of tha body and limbs for defects or 
blemishes. 
Even the month must be 


moderately sensitive, and not so hard- 
ened to the bit that a ridei could not 
turn him without running into a stone 
wall. 


The color has something to do with 


the selection. White horses have been 
been in the cavalry service, but as a 
rtile they are not allowed there. The 
object is to get a nuiform color that 
•will wear well, and not require too 
much grooming to make it look pre- 
sentable. Sorrel, black and bay are 
the colors chiefly desired. Every ani- 
mal must be a geldiug, aud from fif- 
teen to sixteen han*1* high, and the 
weight ranging somewhere between 
950 and 1150 pound*. Horses under 
live years will not b« taken, nor those 
over eight. 
TUe average life of the 


horse iti the cavalry service is fifteen 
year«, and to stand the rongh and 
fancy riding required of them they 
H. ust be in the prime of life when 
selected and traiued. 


Xext to being perfectly round and 


free from all defects, the general in- 
telligence and brightness of the horses 
largely decide the officers who choose 
them tor the service. The ideal cav- 
alry horse is a kind, affectionate ani- 
mal, but witl>al so intelligent that he 
can all but guess the thoughts and 
•n ishps of the rider and OT\ ner. When 
the horses arechos-ea they are seiit to 
the ihiTeient fort* or t" "West Point, 
v, here the soldiers bcgiii to break 
them in. 
As oue man has full charge 


of eacli animal the two soon become 
fast friends, and the horse, if at all in- 
telligent, soon learns to love his mas- 
ter. 
Sometimes the soldiers pet choice 


aili'itals. aud after ^tars of training 
and Ho«e association their compan- 
ionship is almost human. 


There are over 7000 horses in use in 


the United States cavalry, nud about 
ten per cent, of these die or are dis- 
carded each year. To till np this an- 
nual gap the quarter-master and his 
a-.sisiantsiuake their purchase*, select- 
ing promiscuously all candidates that 
pass the examinations. Many of the 
horses come from the western plains, 
and are easily adapted to their new 
life; others come from the large east- 
ern breeding establishments and from 
the forms; but probably the largest 
percentage of them come from central 
Kentucky, where the strains of both 
thoroughbred and trotting horses have 
been blended through many years of 
careful breeding. 


The 
cavalry hoises, when first 


purchased, are branded with the let- 
ters "U. S." on the side or shoulder, 
aud a numbei is burned into the hoof 
of one foot. 
The same number is 


recorded iu a book kept for this pur- 
pose, with n full description of the 
anim.il'tt appearance Opposite. 
When 


this has been performed ihc animal is 
regularly establishe 1 in the United 
BtJUfis cavalry .service, and ilie next 
•top is to pick out a master for liim. 
His future owner may be some freah 
young student at West Point, an offi- 
cer in the service, or some common 
cavalryman stationed at a far western 
fort. 
There i« no discrimination 


ehown in the matter. The cavalry- 
man 1000 or 2000 miles away from 
Washington stands as good a chance 
of getting a prize, as a West Point stu- 
dent,—Country Gentleman,

Combs usually become frozen 
at night, when the birds ore ou the 
roosts, and it Uappeaa utore freqaentlv 
when there ia a small flow of air from

of air. The prevention ia to provide 
warm houses at night and wind-break, 
of some kind daring the day. Should 
a comb become frozen, anoint it with 
ichiiiyol once a day.—Farm News. 


Quality of Cam Fodder. 


There is much difference in original 


character of corn fodder as well as in 
that made in caring. Only that which 
has matured far enough to tassel 
should be put up for winter feed, and 
if it has been planted thinly enough to 
furcish some nubbins not only the 
grain will help, but the quality of the 
stalk will be improved. Farmers have 
often noticed that the huaked stalks 
were eaten by cows in preference to 
toe thin, watery and tasteless stalks 
of corn sown for fodder. 
The cow 


knows what is best for her. 
No corn 


for fodder should ever be sown 
It 


should be drilled, and will be all the 
better if drilled not so closely as to 
prevent all earing. At its best fodder 
corn is full of water when hai vested, 
and unless the farmer is willing to do 
a good deal of lifting for nothing he 
should make the fodder as nutritions 
is it can, be grown. 


Feeding Fowls in Iftnler. 


One of the reasons why hens do not 


lay in cold weather is because they 
then get their food with too little ex- 
ercise. During the summer the fo\\ Is 
are obliged mostly to care for them- 
selves. They get a greai variety of 
food, eating slovrly acd taking much 
exercise while, they are filling up. 
In 


the winter they have only one or two 
kinds of food, usually grain, and tliis 
is put in a mass before them so they 
can fill themselves at once 
Than the 


fowls Btaud idly by while ths food di- 
gests. This would bo just what is 
wanted if the fowls were to be fattened, 
In fact, the hens thus fe'l do,, fatten 
and thus become unfit to lay. If any 
eggs are formed they are apt" to be with 
thin shells, the resnltof fattening and 
lack of exercise 
Give the hens only 


small grain, oats or wheat, or better 
still, a mixture of both. Oats only are 
not heavy enough food for fowls ja 
cold weather. 
The chaff of oats fills 


their crops so that they cannot get 
enough nutrition. 
Then if this grain 


is buried in a mass of cat straw, and 
the hens are obliged to scratch for a 
living, as they do ia summer, instead 
of being moping and dull, their lively 
prating will ba heard all throagh the 
day, their combs will become red, aud 
if kept warmly enough they will lay 
as regularly as they did in the sum- 
mer season.—Boston Cultivator.

This it, a vital 
point in counting the cost, and e<=r>ee- 
ially in adapting the young calf t.i'tue 
new feed. 


If meal of any kiutl is fed to the c.ilf 


before it is a month old. great caio 
must be taken to see that it does not 
upset the young tlnug's stomach and 
bring on scours. Pu.'e flaxsee;! is tho 
only one of the standard meals that 
the authorities have been willing to 
recommend for the light young calf. 
After they are two mouths'olcl and avo 
in good, thrifly condition, other i.-.ea!s 
may be added, but the question of 
cost in raising a cnlf depends prin- 
cipally upon how much fall milk it 
has drunk. 


For this reason the prime point ia 


how to get the young thing off of fall 
milk and well started on skim milk and 
meal. In this article from the itural 
great stress is laid upon tho virtue of 
oatmeal, and the Rural goos so far a* 
to recommend it for raising dairy 
calves. 
With ordinary oatmeal, with 


the hulls included, I found it veiy 
irritating to young calves. 
There is 


too much stavoh nnd too little oil in it. 
What we waut is something to tukti 
the place of tho butter fat removed 
from the milk, aud .so far as I can see, 
flaxeeed meal ia the best substitute. 
This meets the theoretical require- 
ments, and has proved I'ao best in 
practice accordiug to the testimony of 
those who appear to be tho best "able 
to settle the question, f fear thero is 
a want of careful datr. in the Iowa ex- 
periments —Home aud Farm.

The Ait or Wwhinx Flannels. 


Our friends may not agree with me 


in classing laundry work among the 
arts, but those who have sent fine 
clothing to a careless washerwoman, 
and had their flannels shrunken and 
daintily colored fabrics faded, mnat ad- 
rait that the knowledge of the proper 
methods of doing such work is very 
desirable. The writer has found it an 
excellent plan to have it done at home, 
and to superintend it if it is impos- 
ible to do it herself. We do not wash 
on Monday for various reasons. There 
is usually an empty larder on that day 
which must be replenished, the Sun- 
day clothes must be brushed and hong 
in their places, and other little tasks 
fill the time completely. The soiled 
clothing is sorted and mended Monday 
afternoon, and everything got in readi- 
ness to begin early the next day. 


A boiler of soft water is heated until 


it is as warm as you can bear your 
hand in comfortably. 
Into this is 


poured a little soap jelly, made by 
shaving white soap in a saucepan of 
water and boiling a few minutes. A 
ttiriof the hand makes a fine lather 
when enough of the melted soap is 
used. In this suds place the white or 
light-colored flannels, taking care that 
all the garments are covered with the 
water. Place the washboard on the 
top of the tub and cover frith a blanket 
or quilt, folded so ' there are at least 
four thicknesses. Let them soak half 
an hour, then wash with as little rub- 
bing as possible. Rinse in soft water of 
the same temperature as that in which 
they were washed,and hang'in a shaded 
spot, where a breeze will blow through 
them. They will not shrink when 
washed by this method, and will bo 
beautifully soft and clean. 


This plan answers equally well for 


all woolen garments, shawls, blankets, 
etc., aud the work is easy. When all 
the dirt is not removed in tha first 
water wash in another prepared in the 
same way. Try it, ye housewives, 
who are'tiied of having your flannels- 
fulled up aud ruined by washing ia 
the ordinary way.—Boston Cultivator. 


All About Chicken. 


Fried_Chicken—Take the breasts, 


thighs and drum sticks of two young 
chickens. Cut the breasts crosswise, 
salt and keep in cool place for several 
hours. Put % large spoonful of bird 
in a hot skillet, flour each piece and 
fry till brown, covering the skillet 
while cooking. When done, take up 
the chicken on hot plate, rub a spoon- 
ful of flour to the lard and pour in a 
cup of water for the gravy. 
Use the 


back, wings and giblets for a stew for 
another meal. 


Baked Chicken Pie—Take a large 


fat hen, cut in small pieces, cook un- 
til tender. Make a crust as for soda 
biscuit, only a little richer, line a skil- 
let or buttered tin pan with, two-thirds 
of the crust, place in this the best parts 
of the cooked and seasoned chicken, 
strew over this a iai'ge cup of cracker 
or bread crumbs; add a pint of the 
gravy, thickened, cover with the re- 
maining crust, slit and bake three- 
quarters of an hour slowly. Serve hot 
with more gravy. 
(Adu sage to sea- 


soning if desired.) 


Chicken Pot Pie or Dumplings- 


One pint flour, one level teaspoon 
soda, half teaspoon salt, nift into a 
crock and pour on rich buttermilk 
enough to make a stiff dough. 
Add 


flour if necessary and pinch off bits 
and work into six or seven balls the 
sice of small egg\ One-half hour be- 
fore the chicken is cooked add a cup 
of cold water to the kettle to stop boil- 
ing and place the balls on top of 
chicken. Do not crowd. Cook twenty- 
five minutes,without raising the lid; 
more or less will make them heavy. 
Then take them up on a plate large 
enough without heaping. Take up the 
chicken on another plate. Add pepper 
(and sage if des.reu] to the salted 
gravy, thicken, cook and serve as soon 
as possible.

which can turn out an engine in the 
shortest space of time. At present the 
honors are with the Englishmen, bnt 
more than one American builder is 
laying plans to bring the laurels t» 
this side of the Atlantic. The world's 
record is now held by the Great East- 
ern railway works at Stratford, Eng- 
land. This company broke the record 
of the Altoona works of the Pennsyl- 
vania system and has for six years had 
a standing challenge, open to the 
world, to equal its achievement. 


The Great Eastern built an engine 


complete in ten hours 
in 1891. 


Eighty-five men were put to work on 
the engine and 52 on the tender. Five 
hours after the work was begun the 
engine was wheeled and five hours 
later the locomotive was turned out 
complete, from pilot to the rear of the 
tender.
